THE COVER 


The cover of the 1970 Town Report honors the Union Con- 
gregational Church. In 1970, the Church celebrated the 250th 
anniversary of its formal organization. The history of the 
Union Congregational Church of North Reading reaches back 
to the early part of the eighteenth century with the erection of 
the first meeting house on what is now known as the Common. 
The second meeting house was built in 1752 on the site of the 
first meeting house. In 1829, the third meeting house, now 
known as the Building on the Common, was erected. At this 
time, a liberal religious movement developed and many 
Universalists joined in worship with the Congregationalists. 
Dissension arose, and the Orthodox portion of the Church with- 
drew from the Parish and in 1836 erected the present edifice, 
which still stands as the Union Congregational Church.

General Government 
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Report of the 
Board of Selectmen 


THE STATE OF THE TOWN 


This year, by virtue of the increased policy making and leadership 
role entrusted to the Board of Selectmen by the new Town Charter, it 
is fitting that we depart from the traditional Selectmen’s Report format 
and concentrate on the accomplishments and concerns of the Board as 
they affect policy and the long range future of the town. Because of 
the changes in election date brought about by the new charter, it was 
a year in which the Board had three chairmen. Benjamin F. Sands, Jr. 
finished his one year term in March 1970, a year in which the Charter 
Study Commission completed its task with our full encouragement and 
support. Frederick A. Keyes was elected to the post from April to 
October 1970, a crucial period in which the Selectmen implemented the 
key organizational changes called for by the Charter, the most import- 
ant of which was the careful selection and hiring of our first Town Ad- 
ministrator, Mr. Cecil O. Lancaster. Peter L. Oliver was elected to 
the Chairmanship for October 1970-October 1971, a period in which 
we have started to test and utilize all of the many advantageous pro- 
visions of the Charter and to increasingly focus our attention to the 
more difficult, persistent problems and long range opportunities facing 
the town. 


Although the Chairman sets the general leadership pattern for 
the Board, it should be noted that the Board’s effectiveness, particu- 
larly with the increased responsibilities entrusted to it, depends upon each 
selectman pulling his weight at the oars and taking the initiative to 
define the key problems facing the town, assign priorities and pursue 
solutions. For this reason, the election of a selectman should not 
be taken lightly. By virtue of the fewer elected positions called for by 
the Charter, the townspeople must demand more competency of the 
few they elect. Each of the Board’s chairmen this past year feel that 
the Board members meet these criteria. The Board has seasoning and 
experience by virtue of the re-election in October 1970 of Messrs. Keyes 
and Sands. It has a detailed understanding of the town financial mat- 
ters by virtue of the election of Messrs. Collins and Alexander in 
March 1970. Each of the selectmen brings to bear a different profes- 
sional background and orientation which he focuses on issues rather 
than personalities in making his decisions. Each is amply qualified to 
be Chairman of the Board. While we do not agree on all issues, there 
is a sense of respect and team work. It is a pleasure-to work with 
such a group. Hopefully, the townspeople will demand no less in 
choosing future selectmen. 


Following are the key issues facing the town from our viewpoint 
and a review of what is being done about them. 
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TOWN GOVERNMENT 


First of all, what do we think of the Charter itself? Thanks to the 
intensive efforts of the Charter Study Commission, we think it is a sig- 
nificant forward step in centralizing and modernizing North Reading’s 
government. The key Charter changes, implemented by the Selectmen, 
are elimination of the Board of Public Works and Cemetery Commission, 
formation of the cemetery custodians into a department reporting to the 
Superintendent of Public Works, who, in turn, serves as Director of the 
Public Works Division and reports directly to the Town Administrator, 
whom we hired. Thus the Selectmen have assumed the policy making 
roles of the Board of Public Works and Cemetery Commission. While not 
specifically called for in the Charter, we have retained the Board of 
Health to serve in an advisory and review position because of the techni- 
cal nature of health problems. However, the Health Agent and all other 
town government employees report to the Town Administrator through 
their appropriate department or function heads. We review the activities 
of and establish policy for the Town Administrator. 


Since there are only four key elected positions (selectmen, planning 
commission, school committee, and moderator) the Charter has already 
facilitated the coordination and pulling together of these groups and indi- 
viduals. The centralization of authority and responsibility makes it even 
more crucial to elect only the most qualified people. The only problem we 
see at present is that there are now about 20 department heads, commit- 
tees and individuals who report directly to the Town Administrator. This 
is caused by the fact that three of the four division heads provided in the 
Charter have not been filled in order to keep government costs to a 
minimum. We do not feel that it is necessary to fill these posts now. 
However, the present situation requires that the Town Administrator or- 
ganize his activities, delegate responsibility and budget his time very 
carefully. He is a very busy man. 


A key factor in the successful implementation of the Charter is the 
required revisions in the town’s general by-laws. Thanks to the efforts of 
the town’s General By-Law Committee, the rules governing the conduct 
of town meetings were streamlined and modernized at the October 1970 
town meeting. This committee has now prepared by-laws governing signs 
and dog control which will remove the administrative responsibility for 
enforcement from the Board of Selectmen, so as to give us additional 
time to concentrate on our policy making and long range planning re- 
sponsibility. We urge that the townspeople give these by-laws careful 
consideration at the April 1971 town meeting. 


Not to be overlooked, is the crucial assistance provided in 1970 by 
our Town Counsel, Mr. Walter G. Bilowz. While his successful defense of 
the challenged March election was his most visible accomplishment, he 
also rendered excellent service in defending two suits against the town 
by land developers, in preparing our case against Reading Municipal 
Light and in providing legal guidance so that we and other boards can 
achieve better enforcement of the town by-laws. Winning our pending and 
curret court cases will save the town a substantial amount of money. We 
expect the rapid pace of our legal department will be maintained through- 
out 1971. 


The Board seeks to upgrade the performance of all town departments 
under its jurisdiction. We are most pleased with the progress being made 
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in the Police and Public Works departments, but there is much yet to be 
done. We are. giving consideration to the possibility of creating an elite 
police-fireman position, wherein the individual must meet the require- 
ments for both types of jobs and receive higher pay commensurate with 
his capabilities. The objective would be to have more qualified people 
available in town to handle any emergency as well as to create promo- 
tional opportunities for our better officers. We are impressed by the 
number of truly dedicated, hard-working and efficient town employees 
throughout all departments. What we need to do is attract more people 
of this kind and replace those who don’t have what it takes. This implies 
that we will have to offer competitive salaries. In light of the fact that 
North Reading’s pay scales are somewhat below those of most of the 
surrounding towns, it is our objective to close this gap within the next 
several years. 


PROPERTY TAXES 


High and rapidly increasing taxes are an immediate and continuing 
concern of the townspeople and the selectmen. In fact, this issue is the 
one which got most of us involved in town government in the first place. 
We believe our job as selectmen is to see that we spend money only on 
important items in their order of priority, and that when we spend we get 
our money’s worth. 


How does North Reading stand relative to other Massachusetts cities 
and towns? Based on 1970 equalized tax rates, North Reading ranks as 
63rd highest among the 351 cities and towns, (29th among the 39 cities and 
35th among the 312 towns). As you well know, the tax rate is derived by 
dividing the town’s net expenses by the valuation of its real estate. Hence 
valuation is also a key factor. You have often heard various town of- 
ficials state that we need to attract more industry and higher priced 
homes to North Reading. This is because we have a relatively low valua- 
tion amounting to about $5,000 per capita. By this measure we rank about 
175th from the bottom among the 351 cities and towns. This places us in 
a better position than Boston and Lowell ($3,100-$3,400) which have sig- 
nificantly higher tax rates, on a par with Cambridge, Quincy and Lynn 
which have higher rates and Middleton which has about the same rate, 
but considerably below Reading, North Andover, Wilmington, Wakefield, 
Andover and Lynnfield ($6,000-$9,000), all of which have lower tax rates. 
In general, the higher the valuation, the lower the tax rate, and the more 
town service you get. Therefore, we are interested in increasing our valu-' 
ation and will continue to urge the Community Planning Commission to 
set aside additional land zoned for business and industry and to continue 
their efforts to upgrade the value of existing and new homes that are 
built in North Reading. 


Another avenue for property tax relief is to shift to other forms of 
taxation. A very distinct possibility is for the federal government to re- 
lieve the state of its expansive welfare program and have the state as- 
sume a much greater proportion of our school expenses, which is the 
town’s most costly item. This will lend greater use of income and sales 
taxes, since total program costs will actually be increased by the inevi- 
table upgrading and equalization of both the welfare and educational sys- 
tems. But it is clear that the property owner is now paying an unfair 
share of the total tax burden, and emphasis must be shifted to other tax- 
ation methods, even if federal revenue sharing is not immediately imple- 
mented. Your Selectmen intend to use their influence with our federal 
and state representatives to have these changes implemented. 
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WATER AND SEWERAGE 


Obtaining an adequate water supply we feel is the top priority long 
range problem to be solved at the present time. The town is facing increas- 
ing water shortages every summer, and our engineering experts warn 
that this trend will reach dangerous proportions unless substantial sup- 
plies of water are added within three years. In addition, lack of an ade- 
quate amount of water is a major factor preventing industry and higher 
valued commercial establishments from locating in North Reading; thus 
our potential for this form of tax relief is reduced significantly! We must 
act now if we are to meet this three year time limit. We therefore urge 
that you give favorable consideration to the water supply articles which 
will be presented at the April 1971 Town Meeting. 


While it is clear that the town will eventually require a sewer system, 
particularly if we are to attract additional industry and expand our popu- 
lation, it is still not clear that we can afford one. Much of our land that 
is zoned for business and industry is now unusable because there is in- 
adequate drainage to support septic systems. Moreover, it has been esti- 
mated that one out of every five household septic systems in the town is 
currently malfunctioning; if this trend continues, it could definitely pose 
a serious health hazard. Therefore, the town must keep its options open 
so that it can obtain whatever state and federal assistance is available 
to eventually construct sewers. By use of federal monies, we have had 
consultants complete a preliminary study to outline the need and courses 
of action open to us. Articles will be presented at the April 1971 Town 
Meeting for the purpose of maintaining flexibility and minimizing our 
costs in this area and we urge your favorable consideration. 


While neither of the above items will significantly affect the tax rate 
this year, they will eventually become large expense items. However, we 
must move now to minimize our future costs and to assure ourselves of 
meeting our needs before a crisis arises. 


DRUGS AND ALCOHOL 


This is a pressing and immediate problem which very definitely af- 
fects North Reading. The problem is by no means confined to our youth, 
but spreads itself in many forms of pill and alcohol abuse to our adult 
population as well. We are concerned about the resulting loss of health, 
effectiveness and potential of the individuals affected. To determine the 
extent of the problem and to seek solutions the selectmen appointed a 
Drug Committee in September 1970. This committee has already become 
one of the most active and hardworking of the town’s committees, and 
has already made significant strides. We urge that you study in detail 
the report of this committee contained elsewhere in this town report. 


THE ELDERLY 


If we find an answer to the property tax problem it will be of great- 
est benefit to our elderly retired citizens. These people who, with their 
lower incomes, can least afford our high taxes are also receiving the 
least amount of tax benefit from the town. 


Beyond the tax problem, the Selectmen are concerned about provid- 
ing additional benefits and conveniences that will hold senior citizens in 
our community. To this end, the Selectmen have created a Council on 
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Aging. To pave the way for the programs this Council might offer, we 
have enlisted the aid of Mr. Oman’s high school government class to out- 
line programs and actions that the town might undertake with or without 
federal or state support. A total of 27 members of this class volunteered 
for the project and we are looking forward with great expectations to 
their report. 


Beyond this the Selectmen also urge the involvement and participa- 
tion of senior citizens in all areas of town government and also encour- 
age them to offer the benefit of their skill and experience in teaching our 
younger citizens, for instance through our adult education program. 


YOUTH AND RECREATION 


It is the view of the Selectmen that more can be learned about living 
in a competitive, performance-oriented society on the playing fields and 
in the playing rooms (e.g. music and the arts) than can be learned in 
the classroom. We have heard the complaint from our youth that ‘‘there 
is nothing to do in North Reading” and have tried to answer it. The Se- 
lectmen have sought help from various departments (notably Fire and 
Public Works), individuals and outside firms in constructing the ice skat- 
ing rink behind the Police-Fire Station, and the swimming and play- 
ground area at Martin’s Pond, and have encouraged and worked with 
the School Committee towards the reconstruction of the Junior High 
School playing field and the reconstruction of the High School tennis 
courts. Our Recreation Committee has actively participated in these pro- 
jects and it has coordinated with various other groups in town to assure 
that the High School athletic facilities are made available to the towns- 
people and that an adequate number of playing fields will be constructed 
in the future. We have encouraged the Thomson Club to make its facilities 
available to our youth and it has done so. 


On the other hand, the Board of Selectmen actively seeks the involve- 
ment of our youth in the organization of as well as in the use of, these 
programs. Our youth cannot expect to have everything done for them. 
They must take the initiative themselves. This carries over into other 
areas of town government as well. Although the voting age has been 
dropped to 18 for national elections and 19 for state and town elections, 
we are concerned about the few number of youth of this age who have 
registered to vote. Hopefully, this will be remedied as the next election 
approaches and we will see more involvement from this group. 


UTILITIES 


The key issue that the town should be aware of in this area is the 
suit by the Reading Municipal Light Department that taxes on their 
equipment, poles and lines in North Reading be completely abated in 
the future and as far back as 1963. If they win their case, it could mean 
as much as an $8 increase in our tax rate in a single year. Our legal de- 
partment is fighting this action by Reading Light with every resource 
available. 


However, should the town fail in this case we must give serious 
consideration to the possibility of purchasing Reading Light’s equipment 
in this town and forming our own municipal light department to buy 
power at wholesale and distribute it to the town. We have asked our 
Utilities Advisory.Committee to make preliminary estimates of the costs 
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of forming and operating a light department and we will be presenting 
an article at the April 1971 Town Meeting which will maintain our option 
to pursue this course if necessary, as quickly as possible. This article, 
however, will not affect the tax budget this year. 


The Board would also like to recognize the efforts of the Utilities Ad- 
visory Committee in studying the town’s lighting problems and in recom- 
mending a course of action which is now contained in the form of an 
article which we will support in the April 1971 Town Meeting. In addition, 
our thanks go to this committee for the work they did in obtaining ex- 
panded telephone service for the town which was put into effect in De- 
cember 1970 and in having the phone company install an automatic num- 
ber recording system for long distance calls in September 1969. 


We are also concerned about the problem of refuse disposal. Although 
the town has set aside land for a sanitary land fill, this will be, at best, 
only a temporary solution to the problem lasting, at the most 15 to 20 
years. It is apparent that our only really long range solution to refuse 
disposal lies in the area of incineration. For this reason, we have ap- 
pointed a committee to study the possibility of joining with Andover, 
North Andover and other interested nearby towns to form a regional in- 
cineration district. We look forward to the report of this committee next 
year. 


TOWN PRIDE 


Under this section we wish to include all of the things that affect the 
appearance and attractiveness, and the quality of living in the town. First 
of all, we believe that the town must move now to insure that we and 
those that follow have an adequate amount of open land for recreation, 
conservation and greenness. Our Conservation Commission is completing 
a survey of all town owned lands and will present several articles in the 
April 1971 Town Meeting for the purpose of appraising, purchasing and/or 
taking by eminent domain certain other land parcels for these purposes. 
We urge your favorable consideration. 


We believe the town has too long endured and no longer should put 
up with mediocrity. Mediocrity in the form of land developers and con- 
tractors who take every short cut they can to save pennies while leaving 
the homeowners and town with poor and incomplete roads, inadequate 
septic systems, and poor construction workmanship. Mediocre people who 
create a nuisance in their neighborhood by harboring junk cars and other 
forms of junk and by failing to keep their properties presentable. Medio- 
crity in the form of those commercial establishments who have a pen- 
chant for hanging many ill kept and unsightly signs on or in front of 
their buildings, that store junk on their property, that discard trash and 
refuse in inadequate containers so that it is eventually scattered by the 
wind, and that defile the banks of our river. We do not believe that the 
town should be concerned about these forms of mediocrity in only one 
Town Pride Week per year. It is a continuing process. 


The Selectmen are doing several things about this. We support the 
Planning Commissions’ efforts towards upgrading the quality and value 
of all land developments, we are demanding rigid enforcement of the 
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town’s junk by-laws, we are working on our building by-laws, and we 
have established a policy on signs aimed at reducing both the number 
and size of signs allowed in the town. We urge your favorable consider- 
ation of the new sign by-law at the April 1971 Town Meeting. But even 
beyond this, we urge the cooperation of all the townspeople in making 
North Reading a town in which we can continue to take pride. 


Basically, your Selectmen feel that the town is moving in the right 
direction. We care! How about you?

Report of the Town Counsel 


In May of 1970, I was appointed and assumed the position of Town 
Counsel. At that time, I was presented with a “‘pile of files’? unindexed, 
unassorted and incomprehensible. Since then I have endeavored to find 
out which cases were pending, which cases were tried, which cases were 
settled, which requests for rulings were completed, and which was and 
is being donewith mixed success. 


I have endeavored to give rulings on important matters facing various 
boards immediately upon request where feasible. In addition, whenever 
requested I have been available to meet with every official requesting 
a conference. 


During my tenure, I tried the case of Bigham vs Town North Reading 
(Equity) (seven day trial of subdivision control case) and the cases 
of Roberts vs Town of North Reading (Equity), Roberts vs Betty Vullo 
et al (Mandamus) (the election case). The Town prevailed in the election 
cases in Superior Court. To date the Court has not ruled in the Bigham 
case. 


Before the Supreme Judicial Court there is pending the case of: Costanza 
& Bertolino vs Town of North Reading which was tried by a prior Town 
Counsel and with a finding against the Town and which the Town is 
now appealing.

Report of the Board of Registrars 


The Board of Registrars have had a very busy year as a result of 
North Reading having four elections, two Recounts, two Annual Town 
Meetings and one Special Town Meeting. The Board held thirteen special 
voter registration periods according to the General Laws, as well as 
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certifying the candidate’s nomination papers for all elections, preparing 
a new voting list and taking the annual town census and street list. 


The data processing system information was used for the first time 
in compiling the new voting list. 


There have been many changes in the General Laws relating to voter 
registration this year. The voting age has been lowered to 19 years, the 18 
year olds may vote in national elections in 1972, voter residency require- 
ments have been lowered to six months in the town and state, and the 
literacy test requiring the person registering to read five lines of the 
consititution and sign his name have been dropped.

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Protection of Persons and Property 
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Report of the Police Department 


I herewith respectfully submit my annual report of the activities of 
the North Reading Police Department for the year ending December 31, 
1970. I shall endeavor to outline the progress that was made. 


The year started out on a rather sad note. In January we lost a 
patrolman who had been a member of the North Reading Police Depart- 
ment for more than twelve years before his death. Hibbard Henderson 
was a man well-known and well-respected by the townspeople. Everyone 
called him ‘‘Pop’? Henderson. He was characterized as ‘‘the type of 
person who was always there when needed.’”’ He has certainly been 
missed by all who knew him and worked with him. We also lost a mem- 
ber of our Crossing Guard Force. Gerald Brooks had been a member 
for a number of years. The Crossing Guards are those very special 
people who look after the safety of our children going to and from 
school. We are proud to have been associated with him. A Memorium 
to these two fine gentlemen is found elsewhere in this book. 


In April a sergeant’s exam was held in which Sgt. Edward Deni- 
court took the exam and passed. The department is now back in full 
force with four sergeants. 


A number of men in the Department are atteding school. Chief 
Gordon F. Berridge and Patrolman Edward Hayes attended Merrimack 
Community College and successfully completed a course in Juvenile De- 
linquency Control conducted by the Crime Control Institute. Sgt. Lamont, 
and Edward Hayes are working towards an Associates Degree in Crim 
inal Law. They are both attending Northeast University in Boston, even- 
ing courses. Officers William Nason, Henry Purnell and Neil Fransen 
are also attending Northeast University. 


There were three new police officers appointed to the Department in 
the year 1970. They are Edward Hayes, Edward Nolan, and Joseph Ouell- 
ette. All have attended Northern Middlesex Police Academy at Lowell. 
Officers Larry Williams and Malcom MacRae have completed a course 
in Tactical Police Force. This course was conducted in Billerica and it 
Se ee of 40 hours training in Riot Control, Civil Disorders and Crowd 

ontrol. 


In order for a department to function properly and efficiently, it 
must have proper equipment. The teletype is probably one of the most 
useful tools that a department can have and we are happy to announce 
that it became a reality in the year 1970. The teletype system puts us 
in direct contact with all Law Enforcement Agencies in the country plus 
Canada. It enables the department to obtain information within a matter 
of minutes. Information such as missing persons, stolen property, wanted 
persons, auto listings, etc. It also puts us in direct contact with The Board 
of Probation, Registry Offices, The National Crime Institute Center (NCIC) 
and all general broadcasts. 


The Department has also purchased a Narcotic Detection Kit. This 
will enable the officers to make on the spot analysis. Due to the increas- 
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ing drug problems that the suburban towns are experiencing, we felt 
this piece of equipment essential. 


We wish to announce that the Department has hired a new police 
clerk, Mrs. Mary N. Conrad. Her duties include typing, filing of police 
records, police reports, payroll, correspondence, accounting and she is 
also a Special Police Officer. Whereupon a female is arrested, she also 
acts as matron. She initiated a new filing system which makes it more 
efficient for obtaining vital information.

Report of the Fire Department 


The Fire Department responded to 1042 emergencies in 1970. Of the 
total number of calls (1042), 946 were classified as Still Alarms and 96 
required sounding the Fire Alarm: All Still Alarms are handled by the 
Fire Fighters on duty. 


The total number of calls were classified as follows: Building Fires, 
80, Woods and Grass 82, Ambulance 428, Auto and Truck 21, False 20, 
Service Calls 165, Accidents 3, Mutual Aid 25, Gas Odors 10, Bomb 
Scares 6, Emergency Pumping 15, Oxygen 31, Wires down 15, Burning 
Complaints 10, Rubbish 38, and Misc. 93. 
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During the past year Lieutenant Arthur Orben retired after many 
faithful years of service. I am grateful to him for his many years of 
service, and wish him well in his retirement. 


Permits issued during the year are as follows: 51 Oil Burner instal- 
lations and alterations, 15 Blasting, 3 Smokeless Powder, 95 L.P. Gas 
1 Rocket Engine, 1 Acetylene, 1 Gasoline, 942 Outside Burning Permits 
up to 6/1/70. Inspections were maintained on all permits issued to in- 
sure Panama with all regulations pertaining to the type of permit 
issued. 


The Town Ambulance operated by this department was very busy 
during the past year. It responded to 428 Emergencies, transporting pa- 
tients to the many surrounding hospitals. All Fire Department person- 
nel are constantly being trained in First Aid and all men hold American 
Red Cross Advanced First Aid Cards. At the present time we have two 
men who are Red Cross First Aid Instructors.

NEW REGULATIONS ADOPTED IN 1970

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MENTAL HEALTH 


North Reading utilized 16.59% of the services of the Eastern Middle- 
sex Mental Health Association, which is now located in new quarters on 
the grounds of the Melrose-Wakefield Hospital. The hospital, which has 
its own psychiatric unit, Half-Way House, and Day Care Program, works 
very closely with EMMHA. The most recent service offered by EMMHA 
is a ‘‘Drug Rap’’ program held each week at the Guidance Center. It is 
a series of people-centered and unstructured talk sessions and is held 
on a ‘“‘first-name’”’ basis, which avoids the probing of some drug treat- 
ment programs. The combined services of EMMHA and the hospital 
provide a scope of mental health activity matched in few places in the 
nation. 


NURSING SERVICES 


Public health nursing services are performed by the combined Visit- 
ing Nurse Association of Reading, Stoneham, Wakefield, Woburn, and 
North Reading. Approximately 550 visits were made to residents of 
North Reading in 1970 to aid patients with such illness as heart disease, 
diabetes, and cancer. Nineteen premature babies were born to North 
Reading residents in 1970, and all of these were followed up by the Visit- 
ing Nurses. Out-patient visits of tuberculosis patients are checked to 
insure the public health. Every immunization clinic held by the Board 
of Health is manned by at least one visiting nurse member. 


SPECIAL CLINICS 


The Board of Health expresses its appreciation to the following or- 
ganizations for sponsoring special clinics: 


Lions Club for the Pre-school Vision Screening program in April, di- 
rected by the Mass. Society for the Prevention of Blindness: 214 candi- 
dates were screened, 33 failed to pass. 


Lions Club for the Glaucoma Clinic in November: 120 attended, and 
five were referred for possible glaucoma; nine others for pathology. 


Green Grove Convalescent Home for Food Handlers TB tine testing 
in March; approximately 200 were tested and 14 referred for further 
tests. 


Dr. Howard O. Lawson for a Rabies Clinic at which approximately 
450 dogs were immunized. 
RODENT CONTROL 

Monthly services for rodent control are purchased from the William 
A. Maguire Company of Haverhill. 
WEED CONTROL PROGRAM 


The second application of a three-year weed control program at 
Martin’s Pond was carried out in 1970, utilizing the services of the Allied 
Biological Control Corporation of Wellesley Hills. 

MOSQUITO CONTROL 
The mosquito control program for North Reading was done by the 
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Essex County Mosquito Control Project, and their work was supplement- 
ed by a local program of both larviciding and adult mosquito spraying. 
The Project performed ice dusting of 26 acres, and spring larviciding of 
18 acres, in addition to 13 days of fogging. A one-acre area on Park 
Street near Washington Street was drained and has ceased as a mos- 
quito-breeding area. In October, two woodland breeding sites off Nutter 
Road were drained. A total of 1300 feet of badly clogged drainage ditches 
were reclaimed in this area, and both sites now drain into a culvert re- 
cently installed as part of a drainage system for the new shopping cen- 
ter on Route 28. The Project plans to expand the permanent phases of 
its work in North Reading. Its fogging area is south of the Ipswich River 
and west of Route 28. Local programs cover the rest of the town.

Report on Council on Aging 


The local Council on Aging is to the community what the Bureau is 
to the State, that is an officially designated agency to evaluate, promote, 
and encourage new and existing activities and services for older persons. 


1. The purpose of a Local Council 


(A) To identify the total needs of this community’s elderly 
population. 


(B) To educate the community and enlist support and participation 
of all citizens about these needs. 


(C) To design, promote, or implement services to fill these needs, 
or to coordinate existing services. 


To date we, have an approved school lunch program that we are 
unable to execute because of lack of transportation and geographical 
distance that the elderly citizens would have in order to receive such 
benefits. Study is being given as to how we can solve that problem. 
Volunteers would be needed on a daily basis to have this program operate. 


It is the intent of this Committee to make available to the Senior 
Citizens a ‘‘Town Hall’? Referral Center in the immediate future with 
information and referral services developed to meet their needs whether 
it be recreation, legislation information, legal counseling, housing, employ- 
ment, library services, home and health aides, discount services for 
medicines, personal and spiritual counseling, retirement planning, 
friendly visitors, fix-it services, social security, medicare, and numerous 
other services. 


The Committee soliéits the full cooperation of the entire community 
in order to have our Senior Citizens protected and have resources avail- 
able to inform them personally about their problems. 


Some of the reasons for this essential service are: 


1. It alleviates anxiety at the most opportune time. 
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2. It serves as a focal point in the community for interest in the prob- 
lems of older people. 


3. It acts as a barometer for community needs throughout the area. 
4. It acts as a sounding board within the community. 


Our goal is not merely to prolong our citizens lives, but to enrich 
them!

Education 
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Report of the School Committee 


The year 1970 saw a stabilization of pupil enrollment in the North 
Reading Schools. Actually the enrollment would have been down if 
kindergarten was not started in the fall of 1970. The Committee is very 
grateful to the Public School Housing Building Committee for the ex- 
ceptional quality of building additions and educational facilities including 
all the equipment that was so carefully selected to enable the teachers 
to apply themselves fully in the cheerful atmosphere that the kindergarten 
children enjoy so much. We would indeed be remiss if Mr. Frederick 
J. Rex, Jr. was not singled out for his excellent leadership. 


Various methods of using the schools more fully and at the same 
time more beneficially have been thoroughly analyzed. The so-called 
campus approach is being studied fully. The campus approach allows for 
a greater enrollment in the same facilities. A committee composed of our 
professional staff has been formed to study all facets of the campus 
approach end report to the School Committee. 


The year 1970 saw a change in the leader of our schools when Dr. 
Albert Benson resigned to take a similar position with the Framingham 
system. The Committee decided to undertake the task of finding a worthy 
successor themselves. This was a change from the past when we hired a 
professional educational consultant to assist us. 


It was a time consuming but rewarding experience. After many 
weeks of study of the more than fifty applications, Mr. Francis 
O’Donoghue, formerly Assistant Superintendent in the Reading Schools 
was chosen. He began his duties in North Reading July 1, 1970. 


During the months of May and June Mr. Arthur Kenney assumed the 
role of Acting Superintendent. The entire Committee was grateful that 
we had a man of his ability at that time. 


The new Superintendent submitted a reorganization plan to the 
Committee that he felt would better coordinate the entire education for- 
mula in our system. After thorough study the plan was approved and we 
are confident it will enhance the total education process in our schools 


We have started to coordinate our vocational-technical program with 
the Northeast Metropolitan Vocational School. Our plan is to work with 
them but in no way attempt to duplicate the extensive programs offered. 
It is hoped to have facilities that will enable the trade-oriented student 
to prepare himself and at the same time to offer a program to those 
that have an interest in this area just for their own application.

Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


In the fall of 1970, the North Reading School Committee studied and 
approved a plan recommended by the Superintendent for the internal 
reorganization of the public schools. This plan was designed to clarify 
lines of authority and responsibility, to define professional roles, to in- 
crease administrative efficiency and accountability, to evaluate existing 
programs, and to provide a permanent means for developing and im- 
plementing curriculum on a K - 12 basis. 
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Secondary Schools 
High School 


The elective program which began several years ago with the in- 
troduction of semester courses in English and history continued to 
receive national recognition and continued to attract inquiries from 
all over the country. 


The English Department developed a ninth grade syllabus with focus 
on improved preparation for the elective program and set up a resource 
center in the library for use by students and teachers. High School 
English students continued to serve as tutors and aides at the Junior 
High School. 


A program to screen, supervise and evaluate student teachers was 
initiated in an attempt to maintain high standards at North Reading 
High School and to assist local colleges in preparing graduates who are 
truly qualified to teach. 


The mathematics department initiated a time-sharing computer 
program through which both mathematics and science students are 
taught basic computer skills. 


A counselor was added to the Guidance Department to keep us with 
the increasing number of cases requiring extensive counseling. Co- 
operation between the Gidance Department and the Eastern Middlesex 
Guidance Center continued and a computer service was used to help 
students find appropriate vocations and schools. 


The addition of a mobile language laboratory filled a long-standing 
need in the foreign language department. Implementation of a Spanish 
TV iu was made possible by the addition of another language 
teacher. 


Several new wits including floor hockey and paddle ball were add- 
ed to the physical education program. The girls’ basketball team was 
undefeated and won the Cape Ann League championship. The boys’ 
golf and baseball teams also won Cape Ann League championships. The 
baseball team went on to win its second straight Class C State Baseball 
championship. 


The High School will be evaluated by the New England Association 
of Colleges and Secondary Schools in the fall of 1971. During the 1970-71 
school year a self-evaluation of the total school program will be carried 
out in anticipation of the evaluation. North Reading High School was 
last evaluated in 1961. 
Junior High School 


In order to build more flexibility into the Junior High School sched 
ule, a seventh period was added to the school day by shortening all class 
and recess periods slightly. With the addition of a period it was possible 
to set up resource centers — areas where teachers can meet with indi- 
vidual students or small groups of students to make up work missed, or 
probe further into specific units of study or participate in extra activi- 
ties. The resource center concept will be evaluated carefully to deter- 
mine its effectiveness during the spring of 1971. 


_ The Intermediate Science Curriculum Study program was continued. 
All seventh and half of the eighth grade students now participate, but 
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further expansion of the program nmust await an evaluation which will 
also take place in 1971. 


Special physical education classes were provided for students need- 
ing extra help in developing body coordination. The tutorial program 
for children with learning disabilities continued to function effectively at 
the Junior High and was coordinated with similar programs at the ele- 
mentary level. 


The Title I ESEA program for children with reading deficiencies 
was funded again and served children in grades six, seven and eight. 
Since future emphasis in Title I programs will be on younger children, 
it will be necessary to change the level of this program. 


An eighth grade honors course entitled ‘Introduction to Literature 
and Composition’’ was offered to twenty students in anticipation of early 
admission to the English elective program at the High School. 


The Junior High School will not be formally evaluated by the New 
England Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools in 1971, but it 
will conduct a self-evaluation during the 1970-71 school year using the 
same criteria as the High School. In this way it is hoped that greater 
Secs and continuity can be achieved at the Junior and Senior High 
Schools. 


ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS 


The major change in the elementary program was, of course, the 
addition of kindergartens. Two hundred seventy-three children were 
registered in kindergartens in the four schools. Enrollment figures in 
grades one through five showed no significant growth, but there is no 
guarantee that this stabilization will continue indefinitely. 

Batchelder School 


At the Baichelder School, halls and two classrooms were painted 
and the instructional materials center was completed. 


First grade enrollment was higher than anticipated, but all other 
grades had enrollments of less than twenty-eight children per classroom. 


Grades one and two were grouped for heterogeneous teaching; grade 
three was grouped homogeneously for mathematics and reading; grades 
four and five were grouped homogeneously for mathematics, science, 
reading and social studies, 


New programs included the Ginn 360 reading series for primary 
grades and the revised social studies curriculum prepared by a commit- 
tee of North Reading teachers. 

Hood School 


At Hood School where the addition to the building was completed and 
occupied, the pupil enrollment and the teaching staff doubled. The larger 
facility permitted more sophisticated grouping practices. Four levels 
were set up in grades two through five with each level progressing at 
its own pace. The larger school and slightly lower pupil-teacher ratio 
made it possible to keep the slower groups small, thus allowing teachers 
to give more individual attention to those needing it most. 


The new social studies curriculum and the Ginn 360 reading series 
were put into use. New self-directed spelling and phonics kits were pur- 
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chased and experience-centered science kits were tried in the second 
grade on a limited basis. 
Little School 


At Little School, a class for trainable children was added as part 
of the SEEM program. 


Flexible grouping in reading and mathematics was continued in the 
primary grades while grades four and five were completely department- 
alized. Individualized mathematics programs were started in grades 
eur and five, and team-teaching was mtroduced in grade five science 
classes. 


Grade five pupils acted as assistants to the first grade reading teach- 
ers. Two teacher aides were added: one for the kindergarten and one 
for the trainable class. 

Murphy School 


At Murphy School, all construction work was completed including the 
athletic field. The cafeteria lunch preparation area was enlarged and 
new lighting added. Roof repairs entirely eliminated annoying leaks and 
wet spots. 


Grade one classes were operated on a self-contained basis. Grades 
two and three were grouped by ability for reading and mathematics. In 
grades four and five a pattern of heterogeneous grouping for social 
studies and science was maintained while homogeneous patterns were 
continued in reading, mathematics and language arts. 


The Ginn 360 reading series was used in the primary grades at 
Murphy School. 


Of particular significance in all four elementary schools was (1) the 
success of the program for children with learning disabilities and (2) 
the library program staffed by volunteer help under the direction of a 
paid library assistant. 


North Reading sent twenty-three full time students to the new North- 
east Metropolitan Regional Vocational School and anticipates the pos- 
sible development of a work-study program, an expanded evening pro- 
gram and a full summer program which will substantially increase the 
opportunities for North Reading residents to benefit from membership 
in the vocational school district. 


North Reading continued to be host for SEEM, the seven town Co- 
operative project which offers a full range of special education programs 
for children who reside in the member towns.

Report of the Public School 
Housing Building Committee ( PSHBC) 


In order to make this report coherent to the average reader it is neces- 
sary to present a brief history of this committee (PSHBC). 


It was formed at the Annual Town Meeting of 1966 to study school 
building needs. In December of 1966, a report was made to a Special 
Town Meeting, asked for money to hire an architect and draw up pre- 
liminary plans. 


Recommendations were made to another Special Town Meeting in 
June of 1967. A program calling for additions to the Hood, Little, and 
Murphy Schools was approved by the town. It was found that the wording 
of the Town Meeting Article required clarification, so a Special Town 
Meeting in October of 1967 included a correcting article. 


The steps to satisfyprescribed requirements in a public building 
program were then undertaken in order. A General Contract with the 
E. H. Porter Company was signed in September of 1968 and construction 
began. The Little School addition was occupied in November of 1969. 
The Murphy School addition was occupied in November of 1969. 
Finally, the Hood School addition was occupied in April of 1970. 


Site work continued through November of 1970. Playgrounds were 
completed at all three schools under contract with Littlefield-Wyman 
Nurseries. Additional work was done by Bayonne Construction-to correct 
and improve drainage conditions at the Hood School. 


As of December 31, 1970, the General Contractor, E. H. Porter, had 
completed all work except minor corrective items uncovered by the 
architect’s inspection. The major site contractor. Littlefield-Wyman, 
had completed all work except a final fertilizing at the Hood School to be 
performed in the spring of 1971. The minor site contractor, Bayonne, 
had completed his work except for a small amount of repaving needed 
at the Hood School. 


The work of the PSHBC is largely complete. Once the spring arrives 
and enables the two site contractors to complete their work, the 
Committee will have completed its association with outside contractors. 
We also have to complete equipping the libraries (bids will be opened 
Peay 14, 1971) and provide minor items of equipment for all three 
schools. 


Many people have had a hand in making this work possible. Mr. 
Ronald Winslow, the School Business Manager, has handled bidding and 
purchasing of an extensive amount of equipment. The School Committee 
has always been cooperative in all respects. We have established a 
working relationship with the new Superintendent of Schools, Mr. Francis 
X. O’Donoghue. Our architects, Knight, Bagge & Anderson, continue to 
perform with full interest in the total job. Our secretary, Mrs. Bernice 
Cote, has been capable and dependable. In fact, the School Committee 
hired her as their secretary based on her performance for the PSHBC. 
Mr. William Doten, Town Treasurer, has been a source of advice based 
on his knowledge of town operations and his experience as Chairman of 
school building committees. 
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All school personnel; Principals, Librarians, Special Education 
Instructors, etc.; have given full cooperation in helping us prepare 
equipment lists. Mrs. Jean Mentus, Director of Hilltop Kindergarten, 
gave her time in advising on kindergarten equipment. There are probably 
others, not specifically identified here, who deserve mention. To them, 
and also all those listed, we make public note of our gratitude for helping 
us perform our appointed function. 


Mr. Richard Infantine resigned from the Committee on July 1, 1970, 
and Mr. Kenneth Puglia was appointed to the vacancy by the Selectmen 
and School Committee. 


The 1971 year should see these additions officially accepted by the 
School Committee. This committee should also phase out of existence, 
having completed its specified job.

Report of the 
Public School Housing Committee 


Early in 1970, our architect presented to us an acceptable conceptual 
plan for the enlargement of the High School to accommodate a total of 
1,300 students. This plan was in accordance with state requirements and 
within the initial guidelines given to us by the School Committee. We also 
received from the architect enlarged scale drawings and an estimated 
cost for the work of approximately $3,000,000. In accordance with our 
contract we paid the architect the sum of $3,000 for these services. 


By February and March it became apparent to the committee 
that the projected enrollment figures for the High School were not going 
to materialize as quickly as had been predicted. We determined the 
primary cause of this to be the virtual stop in new house construction in 
the town. We realize that this is a temporary situation but concluded that 
the projected enrollment figures were now subject to a Lag of Two to 
Three Years. 


In our Interim Progress Report presested to the School Committee 
on April 8, 1970 we therefore recommended that ‘‘no substantial second- 
ary building program be undertaken at this time.”’ 


At a joint méeting with the School Committee on May 11, 1970 this 
recommendation was accepted. 
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Actual enrollment figures for October 1970 support this decision. 
The High School population actually shows an increase of only eleven 
students, from 857 to 868. Further, the present administration has agreed 
that no new construction is required at this time. The committee has 
been asked to continue to update he projections on total future school 
enrollment figures. 


In the event of any significant changes requiring additions or al- 
terations to the system, the committee could react promptly since our 
agreement with the architect remains in force. 


During the year, we regretfully accepted the resignation of Richard 
E. Infantine, who was chairman of the committee. Herbert C. Dickey 
was elected new chairman. Frank J. Angelini and John P. Casey were ap- 
pointed to the committee to fill vacancies. 


We were fortunate to locate a secretary who was able to put up with 
us for the entire year, and so we extend our thanks to Mrs. Faye Smith.

Report of the Librarian 


I am pleased to submit to you my fourth annual report as Head 
Librarian of the Flint Memorial Library. 


By year’s end, the book collection of the library numbered over 
25,000 volumes. The ever-crowded space in the library building by that 
time necessitated the storage of nearly one-third of the adult fiction 
collection (over 2000 volumes) and approximately four-fifths of the 
library’s periodicals, on the second floor, with both books and magazines 
stacked in piles rather than shelved as usual, and therefore unavailable 
to the public for browsing. Unfortunately, but predictably, use of these 
materials in storage has dwindled. The staff has analyzed plans for 
rotation of books in storage, but finds such plans uneconomical in terms 
of time and prohibitive in terms of energy. Although the library does 
have space to store these materials which were used more heavily 
when shelved in a public area, it can contemplate continued increased 
storage only on a very short-term basis indeed. Fortunately, at 1970 
Annual Town Meeting townspeople supported recommendations of the 
Public Library Trustees to acquire land for library expansion, and 
hopefully such expansion will provide the libray with much needed space 
in the near future. 


_ A summer inventory of the entire juvenile fiction collection number- 
ing approximately 4100 volumes, revealed a loss of only sixty-six volumes 
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in the last ten years. An inventory of the juvenile non-fiction collection is 
planned for the summer of 1971. Since a complete inventory was made 
of the adult book collection early in 1967, the library’s records concerning 
its holdings are quite accurate. Analysis of the library’s holdings, cate- 
gory by category, regularly takes place in an attempt to keep the collec- 
tion up-to-date and results in the discarding of obsolete titles and the 
purchase of new titles to fill gaps in the collection. 


For the benefit of library patrons, the library has published, since 
September, a monthly acquistions list which is posted in the library. In 
September, also, the staff compiled a listing of periodicals subscribed to 
by the library, and distributed sufficient copies to each school for ad- 
ministrators, teachers, and librarians. The staff has just completed 
compilation of a listing of the reference books held by the library, and 
expects this list to be ready for distribution to the schools in January. 


During 1970, the library has continued to develop: the book stock and 
circulation have grown, new programs have been initiated, and increased 
donations have been received. 


In addition to general guidance being given to patrons as much as 
possible (within the limitations of small staff) in the selection of material 
from the library shelves, over one thousand requests for books owned by 
the library, but not currently on the shelves, were received, recorded, and 
subsequently filled by our library staff, and almost five hundred requests 
for books not owned by the library were filled by obtaining the books on 
short-term loan through the Eastern Massachusetts Regional Public 
Library System, of which North Reading is a member. 


In February, the library initiated a weekly children’s film program 
which ended in May, but which, because of its popularity, was re- 
established in the fall as a regular program of the Flint Youth Room to 
be held each Wednesday from October through May. The library con- 
tinues its weekly Winter Story Hours for preschoolers, its weekly Summer 
Story Hours for children who have completed the first or second grade, 
and its annual Summer Reading Program. During 1970, the library also 
presented programs for adults in the form of speakers and films, but met 
with much less success than in the children’s programs. 


This year, over $1500 worth of books was added to the library’s 
reference and circulating book collection by gifts and through the library’s 
continuing ‘‘Memorial Volume’’ program. The greater part of income for 
the purchase of library materials is provided, of course, by the Town of 
North Reading in the library’s regular budget which is appropriated 
annually at Town Meeting. However, by donating gifts and ‘‘Memorial 
Volumes”? suggested by the library, public spirited individuals and or- 
ganizations provide materials which in many cases, could not ordinarily 
be purchased within the limits of library funds. 


On August 7, 1970, Governor Sargent signed an act further regulating 
state aid for free public libraries (Chapter 636 of the Acts of 1970), which 
specifically sets $6.00 per capita of population as the state norm for the 
maintenance of local effort in terms of library support. According to 
the State Bureau of Library Extension, the average statewide per capita 
expenditure for public library service will only slightly exceed $5.50 in 
1971. In 1970, North Reading’s per capita expenditure for public library 
service, based on.an estimated population of twelve thousand people, was 
only slightly over $4.00. 
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In order that North Reading’s liaxary continue to develop as a viable 
community institution and service, not only are the donations of civic- 
minded individuals and groups essential, but also continued municipal 
increases in the library’s budget.

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Report of the 
Public Library Trustees 


Two long-time Public Library Trustees declined to run for re-election 
in March and retired from the Board. Mr. William D. Spencer, a Public 
Library Trustee since 1955 and Chairman of the Board from 1961 until 
his retirement, guided while Chairman the conversion of the lower floor 
of the library building into a children’s area and the second floor into a 
meeting room, book storege area, and Trustees’ Room /Staff Room, two 
projects which fulfilled the Trustees’ objective of making full use of the 
Weeks Memorial Library Building. Mrs. Raymond L. Turner served as 
a Public Library Trustee continuously since 1949, was the Board’s 
Treasurer for many years, and was appointed one of three special 
Trustees to carry out the provisions of the William W. Weeks will be- 
queathing $40,000.00 to the Town for the establishment of a separate 
library building, and helped to negotiate for the Town the purchase and 
renovation, with Weeks funds, of the present library building. Both Mrs. 
Turner and Mr. Spencer contributed most generously of their time and 
energy to foster the growth and development of public library facilities 
and service, and are sincerely thanked on behalf of fellow townsmen by 
the present Board for their years of dedicated Trusteeship. . 


Two patrons and friends of the library, Mrs. Kenneth Thomson and 
Mr. Albert Kent, were elected Public Library Trustees in March. Mrs. 
Thomson, a graduate of the Massachusetts General Hospiital School of 
Nursing and Lake Erie College, has a special interest in the education 
of preschool children; Mr. Kent, a graduate of Bowdoin, is a head of the 
mathematics department in the Reading School System at the junior 
high school level. 


The Trustees, in view of the present over-crowded condition of the 
library, early in the year commissioned a professional appraisal of the 
Putnam Land, adjacent to the rear of the present library site, with a view 
toward a future addition to the present library building. Article 47 at 
the 1970 Annual Town Meeting recommended the acquisition of the Put- 
nam Land ‘“‘for public library expansion and other municipal uses’? and 
was superted by the townspeopfe; land-taking procedures are presently 
being handled by the Town Counsel. The Trustees have proposed an ad- 
dition to the present building as the least costly method of expanding the 
town’s public library service, since it would require only a minimum 
increase in staff and avoid the need for large-scale duplication of 
library materials. 


In the spring, the Trustees received word from the Board of Select- 
men that, once the Charter became effective on July 1, the Public 
Library Trustees would be maintained as an appointive Board, and, 
at that time, all current members were appointed for a one year period. 


During the year, the Public Library Trustees revised library policy 
concerning the issuance of children’s library cards. The Trustees voted 
‘that a child be issued a children’s borrower’s card when he/she is able 
to write or print his own name.’’ Previously, library policy required that 
a child have entered first grade before being issued a library card. 


Members of the library staff continued their further education in 
library science during the year by taking courses and participating in 
workshops, institutes, and association meetings. 


Mr. Patrick J. Cloherty, Jr., our Head Librarian, continued graduate 
library science courses at Simmons College School of Library Science as 
required by the State Bureau of Library Extension in order that North 
Reading remain eligible to receive State Aid. He was elected President 
of the Greater Boston Public Library Administrators Association for the 
1970-71 season and has been selected by the Nominating Committee of 
the Massachusetts Library Association to be a candidate for the office of 
Treasurer of the MLA for 1971-72. Mr. Cloherty was also appointed to a 
special study committee on regional service sponsored by the State 
Bureau of Library Extension. 


Mrs. Alfred Davis and Mrs. Richard Hanson of the library staff 
both successfully completed the ‘‘Advanced Reference and Bibliography’”’ 
course ot Northeastern University. Other members of the staff enrolled in 
workshops sponsored by the Eastern Massachusetts Regional Public 
Library System on children’s services and film programming. One or 
more members of the staff regularly attended meetings of the Greater 
Boston Public Library Administrators Association, the Massachusetts 
Library Association, the New England Library Association, and the North 
Shore Library Club, and North Reading hosted spring meetings of the 
Greater Boston Public Library Administrators Association and the North 
Shore Library Club. 


The Trustees are pleased that the staff is active in keeping abreast 
of current library trends, and that North Reading has facilities to actively 
participate in the programming of library groups. Since this is the first 
full year that we have had use of the second floor ballroom, library pro- 
grams have mostely consisted of the successful weekly preschool story 
hours and film programs for elementary school children, as well as oc- 
casional adult programs of various types. We hope that the staff’s at- 
tempts to present varied programs for adults will meet with greater 
success in the future. 


The North Reading Historical and Antiquarian Society co-sponsored, 
with the Trustees, programs open to the public during the year and also 
were instrumental in providing drapes for the library ballroom. The 
Village Improvement Society, founded in 1902 and discontinued in 1920, 
also funded the drapes through Miss Elizabeth Batchelder, a retired 
Public Library Trustee, whose parents had been members of that society, 
and who is now the administrator of funds left in the treasury. The 
Public Library Trustees are most grateful to the officers and members of 
the North Reading Historical and Antiquarian Society and to Miss Bat- 
faerie? for their continued support of the library, its programs and 
acilities. 


The Public Library Trustees also wish to thank the following civic- 
minded individuals and groups for their special donations to the library 
during the year: Director of Veterans’ Services Theodore F. Tarbox for 
his donation of two documents relating to Henry Flint: a Civil War ser- 
vice discharge and a grave registration; the North Reading Grange, No. 
239, Mr. William S. McKendry, Treasurer, for reference books valued at 
over $400.00; the North Reading Welcome Wagon Newcomers’ Club for a 
set of encyclopedias valued at over $100.00; the North Reading League 
of Women Voters for a copy of Massachusetts Government, and other 
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pamphlets and League material. The Superintendent of the Department 
of Public Works Domenic V. Tutela deposited in the library copies of 
studies concerning the water and sewerage problems of the town.

Drug Committee Report 


Following is the report by the Drug Committee of its activities for 
the period June through December, 1970 for inclusion in the North 
Reading Town Report: 


In recognition of the growing drug abuse problem in our society, the 
North Reading Board of Selectmen arranged for a series of speakers 
to come to our town in the spring to acquaint us with the facts. As a 
result of the information presented at these meetings, it was decided 
by the selectmen to appoint a group of interested citizens to explore 
the subject to see what could be done to minimize the problem in our 


town. The result was the formation of the North Reading Drug Com- 
mittee in June, 1970. 


Initially, the Committee consisted of five members with Frank 
Rizzo appointed Chairman. In August six more concerned citizens joined 
the group, and in December two more were officially appointed bring- 
ing the total membership to thirteen. 


For our first meeting we traveled to Topsfield to tour the new 
Youth Service Board facility (formerly the Maryknoll Novitiate) which 
the State hopes eventually will become a drug rehabilitation center. The 
meeting attended by representatives of many communities in this area 
was called by RADAR to gain support for their program and their 


wish to occupy a portion of the building — if and when it becomes 
available. 


We met weekly throughout the summer and every other week there- 
after to explore various approaches to this drug problem. Some of our 
members attended meetings of Reading’s drug group and one of our 
members has represented North Reading in all the planning phases 
of ‘735 Inc.” and kept us informed of their progress. Involvement with 
this group, which was incorporated to serve not only our town, but 
also Reading, Wakefield, Melrose, and Stoneham would seem to offer 
our greatest hope for referral of troubled youths, since they have the 
services of the Melrose-Wakefield Hospital and the Eastern Middlesex 
Guidance Center at their disposal. When they become fully operative, 
they will also have a ‘“‘hot line’? number established for North Reading. 
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Currently, the Reading ‘‘Hot Line’? number is available for our use; 
and the Drug Committee has had this number published in our local 
‘RED BOOK’”’ telephone directory. 


The Drug Committee was instrumental in having a display of pam- 
Se ae fa drug literature appear in tke town library during the month 
of October. 


In November we made application to the State for a grant to es- 
tablish a drop-in center and recreation facility in town to be staffed 
by a full-time director and student assistants. Unfortunately, our pro- 
posal was not approved. However, if and when funds can be obtained, 
we feel that such a facility should have priority over any other program 
considered by the town administration. 


In December we took a survey in the Junior High and High schools 
and also had a similar survey printed in the TRANSCRIPT for adults 
in an attempt to try to determine drug usage and attitudes existing among 
youth and adults on several pertinent subjects. The results of the sur- 
vey are currently being tabulated. 


We hope in the near future we will find an effective means of ed- 
ucating our young to the dangers that drugs produce and acquaint them 
with more socially acceptable and personally gratifying methods of 
dealing with their problems or the problems they feel society has cre- 
ated. Drugs are a ‘‘cop-out.’? We hope the youth of North Reading and 
throughout the country will awaken to the terrible menace that 
threatens our society if drugs are not handled more discriminately. 


In closing we would like to express our special thanks to Selectman 
Fred Keyes, Police Chief Gordon Berridge, School Superintendent Frank 
O’ Donoghue, and Dick Morton for their assistance and advice when 
we needed it most.

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Report of the 
Department of Public Works 


On January 1, 1970 the following were serving as Commissioners of 
the Board of Public Works: Davis Alexander, Chairman, Klaus Kubier- 
schky, Secretary, and Edward Sweeney. 


On March 5, 1970 Chairman Davis Alexander resigned, with regret, 
from the Board of Public Works and on March 5, 1970 Mr. Charles S. 
Hill, Jr. was appointed by the Board to replace Mr. Alexander. 


Mr. William Smith was elected at the annual Town Election in March 
of 1970 for a three-year term to the Board of Public Works. Mr. Smith 
replaced Mr. Sweeney. 


At a meeting of the board on March 12, 1970, Commissioner Kubier- 
schky was elected Chairman of the Board and Mr. Hill was elected as 
Secretary. 


On July 1, 1970 the Board of Public Works was abolished when the 
new Town Charter took effect. The board members were asked by the 
Board of Selectmen to serve in an advisory capacity until a Town Ad- 
ministrator was selected. All members willingly accepted the appoint- 
ment. 


I wish to thank Messrs. Klaus Kubierschky, Charles Hill and Wil- 
liam Smith, former Commissioners of the Board of Public Works, for 
their outstanding service to the Town. 


HIGHWAY AND STREET MAINTENANCE 


All streets throughout the Town were swept at least once, using power 
sweepers. All catch basins throughout the Town were cleaned. Approxi- 
mately 40,000 linear feet of street center lines were painted, including 
the following: Haverhill Street, Park Street, Chestnut Street, North 
Street, Burroughs Road and Central Street. Also, 25 crosswalks and other 
highway markings were painted. Approximately 100 road and street signs 
were replaced or repaired. As part of the general highway maintenance, 
various culverts and drains were cleaned, streams were cleared, brush 
was cut along the roadsides, guard rails were repaired, roads were paved, 
gravel shoulders were filled and private roads were maintained. During 
1970 the Highway Division answered over 1,200 citizens’ requests for 
services. 


ROADWAY RECONSTRUCTION 


NORTH STREET from Pomeroy Road to Country Club Road was 
fully reconstructed to a width of 26’ for a length of approximately 500 
feet and North Street was partially reconstructed from Country Club Road 
to Red Hill Road for a length of anpsoximately 1,500 feet. 
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MARBLEHEAD STREET was reconstructed to a width of 26’ for a 
length of approximately 1,200 feet. 


Pee Se OP DRIVE was reconstructed for a length of approximately 
100 feet. 


pee STREET was reconstructed for a length of approximately 
300 feet. 


ROADWAY RESURFACING 


HAVERHILL STREET from Foley Drive to Charles Street was 


oo with bituminous concrete for a total length of approximately 
2,800 feet. 


PARK STREET EAST from Washington Street to Mt. Vernon Street 
was resurfaced with bituminous concrete for a total length of approxi- 
mately 1,000 feet. 


WINTHROP ROAD from Main Street to Lowell Road was resurfaced 
with bituminous concrete for a total length of approximately 400 feet. 


BIGHAM ROAD from Elm Street to Erwin Road was resurfaced with 
bituminous concrete for a total length of approximately 400 feet. 


CHAPTER 90 MAINTENANCE 


PARK STREET from about Chestnut Street to Central Street was 


resurfaced with bituminous concrete for a length of approximately 
3,000 feet. 


CHAPTER 90 CONSTRUCTION 


The following work was done on Concord Street from Park Street 
to the Wilmington line: The road was surfaced with bituminous concrete 
to a width of 30’ for a length of approximately 6,000 feet; approximately 
4,000 feet of bituminous curbing was installed and approximately 4,000 
feet of shoulders were reconstructed. 


CHAPTER 81 MAINTENANCE 


Approximately 13,000 feet of roadway was paved with mix-in-place 
bituminous concrete and approximately 12,000 feet of roadway was sealed 
with oil and stone, including the folowing: Haverhill Street, Park Street, 
Francis Street, Chestnut Street, Wilson Avenue, Navillus Road, Patley 
Road, Lee Road, Meade Road, Taylor Road, Nichols Street, Park Street 
East (Concord Street to the Wilmington line), Batchelder Avenue, Rodgers 
Circle, Cogswell Road, Chester Road, Fieldcrest Terrace, Belleflower 
Road, Edgewood Terrace, Coldspring Road, Stewart Road, MacArthur 
Road, Greed Street, and Riverside Drive. 


SNOW AND ICE 


During the past year, over 85 inches of snow were plowed from the 
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Town streets. Approximately 40 inches of this snow fell during the months 
of November and December of 1970. As a result of this heavy snow fall at 
the end of the year, the snow removal appropriation of $25,000.00 was 
evhausted and a State of Emergency had to be called by the Board of 
Selectmen on December 17, 1970. Approximately $8,000.00 more was ex- 
pended during 1970 for snow removal than was originally appropriated. 


SIDEWALKS 


As part of the annual program for extending the sidewalk system 
throughout the Town, for the purposes of safety and convenience, approxi- 
mately 2,700 feet of sidewalk were constructed, including the following: 
Elm Street from Pleasant Street to Swan Pond Road, and North Street 
from Pomeroy Road to Country Club Road. Construction was started 
on sidwalk on Haverhill Street from Marblehead Street to Anthony Road 
(approximately 2,000 feet in length). 


PARKLANDS 


All Town parklands, under the care of the Department of Public 
Works, were maintained by periodic mowing and the planting and main- 
tenance of shrubs, flowers and trees. Four additional benches were in- 
stalled on the Town Common. More than 1,000 flowers, approximately 
30 shrubs and 15 trees were planted on the Town Parklands in 1970. The 
Department of Public Works has continued the development of a re- 
creational area in the vicinity of the Burroughs Road Playground at 
Martins Pond. This project will take several years to complete. 


DRAINAGE 


During the past year, approximately 2,500 feet of various sizes of 
drainage pipe and approximately 30 drainage structures were installed 
in the following streets: Bigham Road, Linwood Road, Rock Street, 
North Street, Marblehead Street, Sherman Road, Park Street West, Sum- 
mer Street, Winthrop Road and Riverside Drive. 


All catch basins within the Town were cleaned and all drainage 
pipes were inspected and flushed, if necessary. 


At the Annual Town Meeting in March, 1970, funds were voted for the 
development of a Master Plan for drainage for the Town. Charles A. 
Maguire Associates, Inc., engineers of Boston, Mass., were engaged to 
prepare this plan. It is expected that the consultants will complete the 
study during the early part of 1971. 


TREES 


Approximately 100 trees were removed in 1970, including those con- 
taminated by Dutch Elm disease, trees that were a public hazard and 
trees that interfered with construction of sidewalks, roadways, etc. In 
addition, hundreds of roadside trees were trimmed. ‘, 


As part of the Tree Replacment Program, approximately 70 Norway 
maples and flowering crabs were planted along various public ways and 
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on parklands. 


During this past year all the trees along the public ways were sprayed 
twice with Sevin - - once in the spring and once in the fall. This spraying 
was required to control tree pests such as oak leaf skeletonizer, elm 
leaf beetle, etc. Also, many areas of the Town were sprayed with weed 
killer to destroy the growth of poison ivy and retard the growth of brush 
along Town ways. 


WATER SYSTEM 


The Town’s water distribution system consists of the following: 
Approximately 55 miles of 2’’ to 16’ water mains; over 400 hydrants 
and approximately 3,000 service connections. 


The water system is supported by 2 standpipes - - one located at 
Tower Hill which is 28’ in diameter and 114’ high and has a capacity of 
525,000 gallons. The other standpipe is located at Moose Hill and is 49’ 
in diameter and stands 112’ high with a capacity of 1,580,000 gallons. The 
total storage capacity is 2,105,000 gallons. These standpipes help to main- 
tain an average system pressure of approximately 80% per square inch. 


The Town’s water supply consists of three pumping stations - - one 
located at Central St., which is comprised of a deep well and shallow 
tubular wells with a yield of about 400,000 gallons of water per day. 
Another pumping station is located at Lakeside Boulevard adjacent to 
Martins Pond which is comprised of 2 deep wells with a total yield of 
approximately 785,000 gallons per day. The other pumping station is 
located at Furbush Pond, which is adjacent to Redmond Avenue. This 
pumping station consists of a single deep well with a yield of approxi- 
mately 650,000 gallons per day. The total yield, at 100% efficiency, is 
1,835,000 gallons per day. During 1970 the Town consumed 338,000,000 gal- 
lons of water. 


The Town’s water supply and system have been showing signs of de- 
terioration. In an effort to combat this deterioration, funds were allocated 
at the 1970 Annual Town Meeting for the following purposes: Rehabilitate 
the Town’s pumping s*ations, install a new well in the Northwest corner 
of the Town adjacent to Route 125 and install chemical injection wells at 
the Martins Pond Pumping Station. At this writing, all the aforemen- 
tioned projects are under construction. 


The work done in 1970 on the Town’s water system will not correct all 
the problems that are being encountered. The problem with high man- 
ganese iron and iron bacteria in the water system will ultimately be cor- 
rected by connecting to a new water supply. Many alternates are being 
considered, including connection to the M.D.C. system, development of 
a Town-owned reservoir, connection to the Lynnfield Center Water Dis- 
trict System, connection to the Andover water system and expansion of 
the Town’s well system. 


Current thinking is that connection to an outside supply would be the 
most feasible solution. A study by the M.D.C. into the feasibility of sup- 
plying water to North Reading was completed during 1970. The results 
of the study showed that it is economically feasible to connect North 
Reading to the M.D.C. system. . 
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The problem of rust in the system is partially attributable to the 
Town’s water sources and is also attributable to the unlined, cast iron 
pipe in the system. Approximately 40% of the Town’s water system is 
made up of unlined, cast iron pipe. In the future this pipe should either 
be replaced or cleaned and cement lined. Hopefully, funds will be appro- 
priated at the 1971 Annual Town Meeting to start this work. 


Another of the major problems existing with the Town’s water sys- 
tem is the limited supply of water available to the consumers during 
periods of peak demand. During the past few years, summer restrictions 
0:1 water consumption were enforced. The construction of an additional 
water tower could alleviate, to some degree, the deficiency in supply 
during periods of peak demands, but would not solve the problem. The 
construction of this water tower was proposed at the March, 1970 Annual 
Town Meeting and was defeated. 


It is expected that the Town’s water supply problem will be critical 
by 1974. The ultimate solution to the water supply problem will be solved 
when the Town connects to one of the supplies previously mentioned or 
a suitable alternate. 


At the March, 1970 Annual Town Meeting funds were appropriated 
for the installation of fluoridation facilities. This equipment is now being 
installed at all of the Town’s pumping stations. 


During 1970 approximately 3,800 feet of 8’? water main was installed 
in the following streets: Kingston Street, Swan Pond Road, Emerson 
Road, Shore Road, Hillside Road and Brooks Road. This pipe was instal- 
led to replace existing undersize mains and to close loops on dead-end 
water mains. 


During 1970 the Water Division made approximately 42 water service 
installations in addition to their routine work. 


The Water Division maintained the Town’s 3 pumping stations, made 
necessary repairs to hydrants, water mains and water services, and 
answered approximately 500 citizens’ request for services. 


SEWERAGE 


Charles A. Maguire Associates, Inc., engineers of Boston, Mass., 
have completed a Master Plan for sewerage facilities to serve the 
entire Town of North Reading. This work was done under a federal 
grant from the Department of Housing and Urban Development (Project 
#P-Mass. 3422). 


The study considered many alternatives for disposal of the Town’s 
sewage, including a sewerage treatment plant to be constructed in North 
Reading, connecting to the South Essex Sewer District, connecting to the 
M.D.C., formation of a North Reading-Middleton-Lynnfield Sewer District, 
and connection to the Greater Lawrence Sewer District. 


The consultants considered only two of these alternatives to be both 
economically and practically feasible — these being the construction of a 
treatment plant in North Reading and connection to the South Essex 
Sewer District. The consultant further recommended that the best solu- 
tion would be to connect to the Soutk Essex Sewer District. 
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The State Department of Public Health has informed the Town that 
discharge of sewage affluent to the Ipswich River from a treatment 
plant in North Reading could not be approved by their office, the rea- 
son being that the Ipswich River is used as a source of public drinking 
water by several cities and towns and other cities and towns that were 
not presently using it as a source of drinking water retained the right to 
do so. The State Department of Public Health further recommended that 
the Town proceed, as recommended by its consultants, Charles A. Ma- 
guire Associates, Inc., to collect, convey and discharge sewage to the 
South Essex Sewer District System. 


Articles, considering sewerage for the Town, will probably be sub- 
mitted at the 1971 Annual Town Meeting in April. 


SANITATION 


At the Annual Town Meeting in March, 1970, the Town voted funds for 
the design of a plan for development of a Sanitary Landfill at the recent- 
ly acquired site on Chestnut St. Camp, Dresser & McKee of Boston, Mass. 
consultant engineers, were selected to prepare this plan. A report was 
submitted showing the recommended stages of development of the land- 
fill with cost estimates for equipment, plant development and mainten- 
ance of the landfill facility. The consultant estimated the life of this land- 
fill to be 15 years. 


The Town currently disposes of its solid waste through a contractor. 
The collection of garbage and rubbish is bid and awarded to the con- 
tractor whose responsibility it becomes to collect garbage and rubbish 
within the Town and to dispose of it outside the Town. The garbage is 
normally taken to a pig farm and the rubbish is currently being disposed 
of at a dump Site in Billerica. It is very possible that the dump site in 
Billerica will be closed to outside contractors in the near future at which 
time disposal will have to be made elsewhere at a much greater expense 
to the Town. 


ENGINEERING 


During 1970 the Superintendent of the Department of Public Works 
has surveyed and/or prepared construction plans on the following pro- 
jects: 2,700 feet of sidewalks on Elm Street, North Street and Haverhill 
Street; approximately 2,000 feet of roadway for the reconstruction of 
portions of Marblehead Street, North Street, Summer Street and River- 
side Drive, and approximately 2,506 feet of drainage on Bigham Road, 
Linwood Road, Rock Street, North Street, Marblehead Street, Sherman 
Beas Park Street West, Summer Street, Winthrop Road and Riverside 

rive. 


Engineering supervision was provided on all Town consruction projects 
within Public Ways performed by contract labor. 


The Superintendent of the Department of Public Works, acting as 
Agent to the Planning Board, reviewed all sub-division plans, supervised 
all sub-division construction. 


In addition, the Superintendent of the Department of Public Works 
supervised consultants in the design of the following projects: Master 
Plan for Town-wide sewerage, Master Plan for Drainage, development of 
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Chestnut Street dump site, design of water main installation, design of 
fluoridation facilities, design of chemical injection wells for the Martins 
Pond Pumping Station, design of a gravel-packed well at the Route 125 
site, design of plan for the rehabilitation of the Town’s pumping stations 
and the design of a water tower planned for construction on Tower Hill. 


CEMETERIES 


On July 1, 1970 the new Town Charter took effect. At that time the 
existing Board of Cemetery Commissioners was dissolved. The Cemetery 
Department is now a division of the Department of Public Works. 


I wish to thank Mr. William M. Burke, Chairman, Mr. Frederick J. 
Rex, Secretary and Mr. A. Lawrence Clarke for their years of service as 
Cemetery Commissioners. 


During 1970 the Cemetery Division made 40 burials, 4 exhumations, 
and sold 55 graves. 


As part of the annual capital improvement program, approximately 
2,000 feet of cemetery roadway at Riverside Cemetery was paved with 
bituminous concrete; also work was done for the development of the 
burial site adjacent to the tomb at the Riverside Cemetery. 


I wish to thank all Town departments for their cooperaion during 1970.

Report of the Superintendent 


of Insect Pest Control 


The State Extension Services at the Waltham Field Station and the 
Shade Tree Laboratory at Amherst, Massachusetts, have a continuing 
program of research into the containment of Dutch Elm Disease. In con- 
nection with this program, a state representative visits North Reading 
annually to inspect elm trees throughout the Town. Those trees that show 
signs of disease are sampled and tested at the Shade Tree Laboratory at 
Amherst. During 1970 approximately 32 of those trees tested were found 
to be diseased and removed. 


All trees along public ways were sprayed twice with Sevin as part of 
our annual tree spraying program — once in the spring and once in the 
fall to control tree damaging and pests. 


I would like to extend thanks to Mr. Long of the State Department of 
Natural Resources for the assistance that he has rendered the Town of 
North Reading in the locating and removing of elm trees from the Town

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Report of the Sidewalk Committee 


In 1969, the Sidewalk Committee submitted its list of recommended 
sidewalk construction locations for inclusion in the Annual Report. Safety 
of school children and pedestrians was the primary criteria used in 
formulating this list. 


Contractor and Town Construction costs were also obtained for these 
new sidewalks. 


During the past year, the Committee has evaluated the two methods 
of financing available to the Town: 1.) a bond issue; 2.) an annual appro- 
priation as made in recent years. 


We recommend that a continuing annual appropriation of $10,000 be 
made to finance the sidewalk construction program. We urge that new 
construction be scheduled as follows:

Planning and Development 
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Report of the Planning Board 


In 1970, a very major change occurred that greatly affected the 
‘Planning Board’’ and the Town of North Reading. The change is the re- 
sult of the adoption of the new home rule Charter in March 1970. The ef- 
fects of the change will be felt greater at a later period of time rather 
than at the present time. 


As a direct result of the new Charter, the ‘‘Planning Board’’ of seven 
members was changed to the ‘‘Community Planning Commission’’ of five 
members. The Community Planning Commission is vested with the respon- 
Sibility for the ‘“‘physical, environmental and economic planning of the 
Town.’’ The greatest loss to the Community Planning Commission by the 
change was the reduction of two members of the Board. All other duties 
and responsibilities remained unchanged and were added to by the respon- 
sibilities defined above. 


Those members of the ‘‘Planning Board’’ serving or elected at the 
1970 annual March election, and those appointed afterwards saw their 
terms automatically terminated as a result of another election for five 
members in October as required by the Charter. This created a great deal 
of uncertainty as to the future status of the then-serving seven members 
and to the possibility that an entirely new, inexperienced Commission 
would be elected to serve. The loss of the experienced members did put the 
Commission at a disadvantage from which they are gradually recovering. 


This is an appropriate place to insert a note of sincere thanks to two 
residents for the many years of devoted service to North Reading as mem- 
bers of the Planning Board. This humble note of recognition extends grati- 
tude to Chandler S. Eaton and Earl W. Campbell who have for these many 
years served their Town with unselfish devotion. Although these gentlemen 
did not seek election in October, they have not retired from their Town as 
they are still serving on other Committees. Again, my thanks, gentlemen 
there is no substitute for the loss of your valued experience and service. 


This is also an appropriate place to record the many changes of per- 
sonnel who have served, remembering that there were two elections in 
1970: Charles S. Hill, Jr. — his appointment expired and he did not run for 
election in March; Therophilos Kuliopulos — his June 1969 appointment 
expired in March and he was elected to a three-year-term, and was elected 
to the Chairmanship by the Board; John E. Sullivan was elected in March 
to a five-year term and was elected Clerk of the Board. The following 
members continued to serve: Robert M. Downing, Earl W. Campbell, 
Chandler S. Eaton (Vice-Chairman), John F. Kratz and Robert G. Field. In 
July, Clifford W. Bowers was appointed to fill the vacancy created by Mr. 
Field’s resignation (Mr. Bowers served on previous occasions as the 
Board’s Inspecting Agent prior to Mr. Tutela). The year 1970 saw another 
“first”? in that a lady was appointed to serve as a full-fledged member of 
the Board. In July, Mrs. Richard (Rick) Sherman was appointed to fill the 
vacancy after Mr. Kratz resigned. The energetic, hard-working Mrs. Sher- 
man was duly elected in October for a two-year term. The five Commis- 
sion members elected in October are listed at the end of this report 
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In September 1970, the Board changed its regular meeting night from 
Thursday to Wednesday. This change permits the members to attend other 
meetings held Thursday nights by the Town’s committees, Selectmen’s 
meetings, etc., as many times their agendas include matters pertinent to, 
or of interest to the Board. The new Commission continued this change and 
has found it very beneficial. Of course, this also is beneficial in reverse for 
the Thursday-nighters. 


The following are some statistics for 1970: 


One subdivision of five lots was approved but not yet started; One 
hundred forty-eight apartment units were approved by the Board of Ap- 
peals. One hundred of these are proposed on rezoned land on Main Street 
to be known as Colony Park; 


Another rezoning off Main Street at Park Street for proposed apart- 
ments was rejected at Town Meeting as being in Flood Plain; 


Inquiries were made to the Commission pertaining to possible apart- 
ment locations and subdivisions, but nothing was officially proposed by 
the inquirers. We expect more activity in these two areas of development 
in 1971; 


A new shopping center ‘‘Grant City’? is now under construction on 
Main Street and will have an impact on the economic and physical acti- 
vity of North Reading; 


The Long Range Planning Committee continued to function under the 
jurisdiction of the Commission. The present active committee consists of 
Richard E. Brown, Chairman; Anthony Celata and Wesley Ladd; 


The Commission appointed a Sub-Committee to Study Main Street. 
The objectives were to (1) survey the existing development; (2) deter- 
mine the kind of development which would be most desirable; (3) de- 
termine the effect on existing development of changing land use; and 
(4) make a report on recommendations to the Community Planning 
Commission. This report has been presented to the Commission and is 
now under review. Our thanks go to the Committee for their efforts in 
behalf of the Town. The members are: Earl W. Campbell (Chairman), 
Clifford W. Bowers, Arthur Giangrande, James Murdock, Selectman 
Peter Oliver, Police Safety Officer Paul Peoples, Donald Roberts, Select- 
man Benjamin F. Sands, Jr. (replaced Mr. Oliver), John Smith and 
Fire Chief Ralph Sweetland. 


Another Committee, ‘‘The Natural Resources Inventory Committee,”’’ 
chaired by Mrs. Sherman (Planning Commission member) and with rep- 
resentation from ten Boards and groups has compiled a map of Town- 
Owned Land and is working with the State to compile an inventory of the 
Town’s natural resources, and will serve as an ‘‘Action committee’’ on 
the final report which is expected in the Spring of 1971. 


Another area of continuing activity is the pursuit to get the unfinish- 
ed subdivisions completed — even to the extent of seizure of the posted 
collateral that guarantees fulfillment of the agreements. The inconven- 
iences to the residents and the Town caused by unfinished and shoddy 
workmanship will not be tolerated by the Commission. Our Town En- 
gineer, Domenic V. Tutela, acting as the Commission’s Inspection Agent 
- has performed invaluable service in this area to our grateful satisfaction. 


In looking ahead, the Commission hopes to be able to devote more of 
its time to the fulfillment of its responsibilities under the new Charter 
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and less to the routine clerical matters that come before the Commis- 
sion. The Commission hopes to achieve this by the utilization of a Plan- 
ning Aide who will be delegated to these duties. A Planning Aide is be- 
ing considered at this time, in the interest of economy, over the hiring of 
a higher-priced professional Planning Director. This does not, of course, 
eliminate the possibility that a professional Planning Director will be re- 
quired at some future time. 


In addition to the reports submitted or to be submitted by the afore- 
mentioned committees, the Commission has under continual review two 
reports from John Brown Associates: (1) Recommended Planning Pro- 
gram for North Reading; and (2) Zoning By-Law Recodification. 


During the long hot summer, several members of the Board were 
summoned into Court for several days to present testimony in litigation 
concerning the rescission of a subdivision in the Town of North Reading. A 
decision has not yet been rendered. The decision of another litigation is 
currently under appeal by the Town. This also concerns a subdivision. 
The court appearances were the first in memory for the Board Our 
thanks go to Town Counsel, Walter Bilowz, for the meny hours spent in 
advising and assisting the Commission to better perform their duties. 


For several years the same efficient and capable secretary, Mrs. Ed- 
ward (Ruth) Kennedy has served the Planning Board, and year after 
year many words of praise have been written into our Annual Report 
about her. Because they are all so true, we repeat them here by saying, 
*‘Thank you, Mrs. Kennedy.”’

Report of the Board of Appeals 


Thirty hearings were held in 1969 as follows:

Hearings to approve site plans 8 
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For the second year in a row the Board was blessed with stability of 
membership which is essential to a smooth and orderly processing of ap- 
peals. Due to the press of business Regular Member N. M. Balich re- 
quested that his appointment for a second term of three years not be 
requested. Therefore, Associate Member Frederick W. Popp was nomin- 
ated and appointed as a Regular Member, and his place on the bench was 
taken by Mr. William E. Thomas. Mr. Popp served on the Board prev- 
iously as a regular member for many years. Therefore, he brings to the 
Board a wealth of experience. 


Hearings for special permits continue to dominate our docket and 
this is to be expected. However, animals, especially horses, continue to 
be the bulk of these hearings. The Board had previously felt that the en- 
actment of the rather restricting regulations laid down by the Board of 
Health would have slowed the influx of horses into town. That did not 
turn out to be the case as we had nine hearings for horses during the 
year. In fact, during 1970 alone, the Board authorized 1 cow, 21 horses, 10 
sheep, 55 chickens, 4 goats, 13 ducks, and 9 geese. Perhaps the Board 
should be renamed the ‘‘Board of Animal Control.’’ If anyone thinks 
North Reading is being rapidly urbanized, these numbers might cause 
them to stop and think a minute. 


Also in 1970 we conducted eight site plan hearings which is double 
the number conducted in the previous year. Between Concord Street (In- 
dustrial Park) and apartments for Main Street, it appears growth is 
spurting. However, on the negative side we found that the new businesses 
coming onto Concord Street are all quite small and therefore do not con- 
tribute much to our tax base. Also, on Main Street the depth of the 
business zone is too shallow to permit only the smallest of apartment 
buildings. Again, these bring in only minimal amounts of taxes. The one 
exception is the large complex on Main Street recently approved at Town 
Meeting via a zoning change. So, although we say that growth is spurting, 
it really is not having any appreciable effect on eur tax base. 


The enactment of the Town Charter created the Community Planning 
Commission whose duties include those of the former Planning Board in 
addition to others. The new Commission’s interest in our hearings has in- 
creased noticeably. Therefore, in an attempt to effect better communi- 
cations, the two units have scheduled a joint meeting at which differing 
philosophies can be aired. 


As requested last year, the Board completed a study of Chapter 774 
of the General Laws, entitled ‘‘Low and Moderate Income Housing.’’ The 
report was promulgated to the Board of Selectmen and the Community 
Planning Commission and to other interested parties. In short, it points 
out that North Reading could be a target for such construction but until a 
sponsor of a nonprofit nature appears, there is little likelihood that we 
will be faced with decisions of this nature.

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Report of the Personnel Board 


This past year has been an interesting year for your Personnel Board. 
Over and above our normal Personnel functions, we had the opportunity 
to host a regional meeting of the Massachusetts Personnel Board Asso- 
ciation with towns from as far away as Rockport attending. The subjects 
were quite varied and included extensive discussions of salaries and 
fringe benefits in light of increased collective bargaining at the municipal 
level and a general comparison of personnel policies in towns of varied 
size and economic means. 


Particularly interesting however, was the acceptance by the Town 
of the Administrator form of government which finally provides for a full 
time personnel function via the Town Administrator. This is something 
that North Reading has needed for some time. Much of the year’s effort 
was spent preparing for the orderly transfer of our functions to the Ad- 
ministrator. As part of this effort, we conduct a survey of the salaries, 
working conditions, hours of employment, vacations and many other 
fringe benefits of a large number of towns in our general population class. 
Also included was a tabulation of the extent of municipal employee par- 
ticipation in Civil Service and Union organizational structures. The report 
on this survey was made available to the Town Administrator and the 
Board of Selectmen to assist them in setting employee salaries for 1971 
and in their negotiations with the Town’s employee unions. Additional 
copies were provided to the Finance Committee and all Department 
Heads. 


Under the Administrator form of government, our function will be to 
assist the Town Administrator with surveys and long range personnel 
policy planning. While we will all miss our former active participation in 
the Town Government, this Board and previous Personnel Boards have 
always felt a full time personnel function was required. Now we finally 
have it. We wish to thank the Town for having had the opportunity to 
actively participate in its government.

Utilities Advisory Committee 


Generally, street lighting has not kept pace with the advance of 
vehicular traffic. Higher prevailing speeds and greater congestion on 
streets and highways have imposed requirements for high levels of il- 
lumination which in general have thus far not been met. There exists an 
extreme need for improvement and extension of fixed lighting of our 
streets. a A 


It is the prevailing opinion that in all cases a major portion of the 
light produced should be delivered upon the surface of the street and 
the sidewalk both, thus assuring safe pedestrian as well as vehicular 
passage. 


Proper street lighting practice dictates the placement of lights 
follow a pattern of spacing of not more than 150’ between units. In com- 
mon distribution systems this would mean installation of lighting equip- 
ment on every pole in town. Further good practice requires an equip- 
ment size not less than 3000 lumens for most residential streets and 
greater size on heavily traveled thorofares. 


At. the present time, the average density of ligting equipment follows 
a pattern of approximately one (1) unit for each four (4) poles; and an 
average lighting size of 60 watts incadescent. The size and placement of 
lights in this manner does little more than provide sporadic pools of 
lights which, if anything, lend more to confuse drivers than to provide 
substantial lighting of the ways. 


Although the newer mercury vapor lights are brighter than the older 
incalescent lamps, one soon becomes accustomed to the bluish glow 
and these lights are certainly not objectionable, especially in light of 
the natural screening created by the many trees that line most of the 
streets in North Reading. 


_ We feel that good streets lighting should reduce the number of pedes- 
trian and vehicular accidents, serve as a deterent to house breakers, and 
eliminate request for special street light placement. 


_. There is little overall benefit derived from placing occassional 
lights helter-skelter in requested locations, since these requests are 
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usually based on a personal need for lights near a driveway or in front 
of a house, and do nothing substantial toward improving the lighting and 
safety of the town as a whole. It is indeed an imprudent idea to in- 
crease in any magnitude an already outmoded and undesirable system. 
Instead it would seem more logical to embark on a program of converting 
the entire town to a modern street lighting system and to provide for 
the eventual proper coverage. 


For the purpose of these recommendations, we shall establish good 
coverage as being 3300 lumen mercury vapor lighting units placed on 
every other pole except where in use conditions warrant higher density. 
We feel that this criteria will offer a balance between proper illumination 
and costof operation that will be acceptable to the majority. Therefore, 
we submit the attached three phase plan for street lighting expansion and 
modernization for your consideration.

Conservation Commission 


The Commission expanded their activities during the year 1970 con- 
sistent with the general public interest in ecology. 


A soils survey of the town, sponsored by the Commission, has been 
performed by the Soils Conservation Service of the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture. The report and maps are being printed for the use of all 
town boards and committees. 


Four town owned parcels of land on the shore of Martins Pond were 
transferred to the jurisdiction of the Commission. These are located ad- 
jacent to land already assigned to conservation. 


Conservation Commission members participated in the Ipswich River 
spring cleanup initiated by interested citizens. 


At the fall Town Meeting it was voted to purchase and turn over to 
the Commission a 4% acre parcel of land adjoining the north boundary of 
the Ives Memorial Forest. This high rocky land is an extellent addition to 
the present recreation facility. Organized youth groups are making in- 
creasing use of the Ives Forest and the contiguous State land. Boy Scouts 
have now cleared a trail through to Marble head St. and a start has been 
made on grading of the open area near the flag pole. 


Through the efforts of Associate Members Rita Killam, Margaret 
Davis and Ester Zeimetz, conservation and ecology programs have been 
worked out with the schools with excellent results and the formation of 
junior conservation groups. Those who have watched ‘‘Jason’’ and ‘‘Kit- 
ty’ will attest to their winning ways in learning about wild life. 


Other activities handled by Associate Member Rita Killam were the 
Girl Scout Conservation Poster Contest and the Westford 4-H Fair Wild- 
life theme exhibited by the 4-H Conservation Club. 


A good rapport has been established with the Selectmen and other in- 
terested town officials in the handling of the numerous hearings for fill- 
ings of wet lands.

SUMMARY of Question No. 4 


The proposed amendment to the Constitution amends the existing 
constitutional provisions which direct the division of the Commonwealth 
into 240 representative districts and 40 senatorial districts. It provides 
for a census of the inhabitants of each city and town in the Common- 
wealth in the year 1971 and in every tenth year thereafter. The census in 
1971 is to be the basis for determining the representative and senatorial 
districts for the ten-year period beginning January 1, 1975. Each subse- 
quent census shall be the basis for determining the districts for each ten- 
year period beginning the fourth January following each census, so that 
the census in 1981 will determine the districts as of January 1985, etc. 


The amendment provides that the house of representatives shall con- 
sist of two hundred and forty members and the senate of forty members. 
In its first regular session following each census, the Legislature shall di- 
vide the Commonwealth into two hundred and forty representative dis- 
tricts of contiguous territory and forty senatorial districts also of contigu- 
ous territory. Each representative district shall contain, as nearly as may 
be, an equal number of inhabitants according to the census. Each sena- 
torial district shall also contain as nearly as may be an equal number 
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of inhabitants according to the census. A representative district shall not 
unite two or more counties, towns, or cities, or parts thereof, or a city and 
a town or parts thereof, in one district unless the same is unavoidable. 
Further, no town of less than six thousand inhabitants shall be divided 
in forming representative districts. It is also provided that the County 
of Dukes County and Nantucket County shall each be a representative 
district notwithstanding the foregoing. The senatorial districts, each of 
which shall elect one Senator, shall be formed without uniting two coun- 
ties or parts of two or more counties, unless the same is unavoidable. 


Each representative shall be an inhabitant of the district for which 
he is chosen at least one year immediately preceding his election, and 
each senator shall be an inhabitant of the district for which he is chosen 
at the time of his election and shall have been an inhabitant of the Com- 
monwealth for at least five years immediately preceding his election. 
Any representative or senator who ceases to be an inhabitant of the 
Commonwealth shall cease to represent his district. 


The amendment also provides that the Legislature (1) may by law 
limit the time within which judicial proceedings may be instituted call- 
ing in question any such division and (2) shall prescribe by law the man- 
ner of calling and conducting elections for the choice of representatives 
and of accertaining their election. 


Finally, the amendment annuls the existing constitutional provisions 
with respect to apportionment of representative and sentaorial districts, 
although those provisions will remain in effect until January 1, 1975.

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Report of the Recreation Department 


The 1970 recreation program was expanded considerably and will be 
greatly expanded in the coming year under the direction of the part time 
director, William Cotter. The director was assisted by Jack Creilson in the 
men’s winter program and by Miss Elizabeth Ryan who directed the wo- 
men’s winter program. Both have been rehired for the 1971 season. 


Two playgrounds were used for the summer program, the Batchelder 
School and Burroughs Road Playgrounds. Due to the completion of school 
construction there will be four playgrounds available for the 1971 summer 
program. During the summer programs the Recreation Department spon- 
sored field trips, 2 block dances, and a Fourth of July Field Day which 
included races, contests, parades, and a soap box derby race. The young 
girls (7-12 year olds) softball program was added this past year and is 
anticipated to be expanded even more as it proved to be a great success. 


The 1970 Men’s Softball League was expanded to 14 teams due to the 
completion of the field behind the Fire & Police Station. Lights have been 
purchased and installed so that the field can be used for a dual purpose; 
softball in the summer and ice skating in the winter. The fall program in- 
cluded touch football which was expanded to 8 teams this past year. All 
games were played on’'the high school football field once a week. 


The Martin’s Pond beach and swimming area had been partly complet- 
ed and was in full operation this past summer. The beach and swimming 
area will be increased in area. A full-time water safety program was in- 
stalled with a sufficient amount of swimming instructors and life guards 
on duty to conduct free swimming lessons for all ages. This also proved to 
be a very successful program. 


Free tennis lessons were provided by the very able Tammy Mentus 
and will be continued in the 1971 summer program. 


The current indoor program, presently at the high school gymnasium, 
is in use five days a week for town recreation. Basketball, volleyball, 
badminton, ropes, parallel bars, and an exercise room are available free 
of charge for use by residents. This program encompasses at different 
times, junior high school boys and girls, high school boys and girls, adult 
men and women. 


With our current recreation programs and facilities and those planned 
for the future, it would seem that the community’s needs will soon be 
fulfilled.
